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THE LOUNSBERRY FAMILY RECORD 


That we may know and give dnc credit ti these ancestors who have 
blazed the trail in this "New Vorld" fer us, and thet we may realize 
some cf their struggles and difficulties in giving to us this wonderful 
heritage in a land of plenty and a land cf apvertunity, this reccrd 
has been thoughtfully made. 


Many records are almost indistinguishable, a few are incomnletec, 
and it has*‘heen necessary to gather imuch from the memories of the older 
members of the family. Some of the records conflict as to dates and 
the number of children in a family. The spelling varics greatly. In 
writing we have had te use those dates that, in relation te other 
dates, scem te use to be correct, and in spelling, capecially cf "Lown- 
sberry" as it was most often given in the cld records, we use "Louns- 
berry" that form being preferred by the majority of the present gener- 
aticn and being most commenly used. 


GENERAL HISTORY 


The Lounsberry family came from Hellend and settled in tew York. 
They lived in a settlement called Pony Hallow, in Chemung Ceunty. 


In their new home they followed the occupation they had probably 
followed in Holland, that of dairying. It is significant that from these 
dairyman ancesters there should spring a long line of sens whe were 
stock raisers and farmers who are conscientous workers and therefore 
enjoy a fair degree of success. 


About 1831 the first Lounsberry, Matthew Jr., brceught his family 
to central Illinois, then a new country, homesteaded land and made 
their home west cf Oakford, near the Cass county line. In 1832 his 
father Matthew Sr. end brother Jonathan and family, two sisters and 
their families came west. 


On arriving they all lived in a one room log cabin situated where 
the Sally Thomas house now stands. All toll there were abovt thirty- 
two people living in the one cabin for abcut six months, until a 
cabin could be built for each family. 


Jonathan built nis cabin where the bouse cf Collie Lounsberry now 
stands, and a few years later, he built the brick residene:, that, 
with a frame, addition is the same house in which Collie Lounsberry 
lives. It stands at the northeast corner of Oakford, just within the 
limits of the village incorporation. 


His sons made their homes in the nevr community and played an im- 
portant part in settling and improving this part of the ccunty. Their 
settlement was called the "Yankee Settlement" to distinguish it from 
Sandridge and other neighboring settlements that were chiefly made up 
of people from the south end southeast. The Lounsberry's were the very 
first settlers in what is now the Oakford Community and the only people 
for miles around that were from the "Yankee States." 


In the ninty cight yesrs the Lounsberry's have lived here a few 
have gone on to other states farther west, but there are now about one 
hundred-fifty direct descendants in this community alone. A more 
detailed account is given in the reeord of cach individual. 


Gen. 1 MATTHEW LOINSBEPRY 


Matthew Lounsberry was born in 1765. He is the cldcst member of 
the Lounsberry family of which we have ony record st this time (1928). 


His wife was Mary Wagon end they made their home, until in 1832, 
in Chemung County, New York, in a settlement known as Pony Hollow. 


Their family ccensisted of nine children: Martha wes born in 178L, 
but lived only two years. Olive as bern in 1786. Jonathan was born in 
1768; Blizabeth wes born in 1790; Phebe was born in 1792; She died in 
1838. Abagail was born in 1795; Lceeh was born in 1797; Margeret wes 
born in 1602; and the youngest, Matthew wes bern in 1805. 


About 1830 the youngest son, Matthew, brought his family to Illinois 
and in 1632 Matthew Sr. and his wife, in cempany with their son Jconathen 
and family, and Abagail who had married Ames Ogden and whose 
husband was Mr. “White, and their families, also came te Tllinois. of 
the other children we have no record at present. 


The company drove as far a Pittsburg, Pennsylvania; there they 
hired a flat-boat and floated down the Ohio river to fvansville, Tnd. 
From Evansville they drove their teams of oxen to Matthew's home which 
was near the Cass County linc in what was then Sangemon Ccunty but hes 
since became Menard County. 


Matthew and his wife made their home with their son, Matthew, until 


their deaths in 1843. The rest of the family made new homes for them- 
selves. 
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Gen. 2 MATTHEW LOUNSBERRY JR. 


Matthew Lounsberry Jr. was born in Chemung Co. New Vork in 1805. 
His parents were Matthew and Mary Wagon Lounsberry. He lived in New 
York until about 1830 then he brought his family to what, at that time 
was Sangamon County, but has since become Menard County, Illinois. 


In 1828 he married Sally Pratt. In 1829 their first child, Eunice 
was born, and after coming to Illinois four other children were born. 
David was born in 1833; Experience was born in 18638; Jonathan wes born 
in 1840; and Polly was born in 184. 


Their home was located southwest of Oakford near the present home 
of their grandson Charlcs Carter. Matthew was a corpenter by trade. He 
built Pecan Chapel which stood about one fourth mile south of Charles 
Carter's house and later was moved to Oakford. In 190) it was remodeled 
and this winter (1928-29) it is being improved by a bascment. 


Some time after that, he was building a barn for a neighbor and 
was badly injured by a ae timber. His injury probably hastened 
his death which occured in 1863. 


His wife lived with her daughter, Polly Carter, until her death in 
1898. She wos 88 years old. 


Many people remember "Aunt Sally for her church work. She has 
been described as a real Christian in her every day life as well as in 
church. Just mention "Aunt Sally" to any one who knew her and they 
smile and say, "She always got so happy in meeting, she just could not 
keep still. Before mecting was over she shouted until the woods rang.” 
And they tell it as we mention some characteristic of some cne we 
loved. 


Gen.3 EUNICH LOUNSBERRY 


Bunice Lounsberry was bern in 1629 in New York. Her varents were 
Matthew Jr. and Sally Pratt Lounsberry. When just a baby she wes 
brought to Illinois by her parcnts and she spent the rest cof her life 
in Illinois. 

Her husband was John Dick and to them were born three children. 
Their names were John, Emma (Davis) and James. 

_ Her life's work ended in 1928 and she was leid to rest at Chan-~ 
dlerville, Illinois. 


Gen. 3 ; DAVID LOUNSBERRY 


David Lounsberry was born in 1833 in Illinois. His parcnts were 
Mathew Jr. und Sally Pratt Lounsberry. He spent his entire life in 
Menard County. 

His wife was Elizabeth Peek and two children were born to them. 
Mary J. died when she was very young, and Eunice who married Mr. Zirkle 
and lives in Kilbourne Illinois. 

David lived to be only 26 years of age. His wife afterwards married 
John P. Dick and B. H. Shanklin. She passed away in 1911 at the age of 
76 years. 


Gene 3 EXPERIENCE LOUNSBERRY 

Experience Lounsberry was born in 1838. The daughter of Matthew Jr. 
and Sally Pratt Lounsberry. Her girlhood was spent a few miles south- 
west of Oakford. 

She married James M. Way and to them were born four children. Their 
names were George, Wesley, Samuel and Effic. 

When she was but 36 yeers of age she was claimed by death. She was 
laid to rest in the Oakford Cemctary in 1875. - 


Gen. 3 ‘POLLY LOUNSBERRY 


Polly Lounsberry was born in 18). She was the youngest child of 
Matthew Jr. and Sally Pratt Lounsberry. Her life was always in Menard 
County Illinois. 

Her husband was William Carter, and to them were born five children: 
the first died in infancy. Charles was born in 1867 and lives near 
Oakford, not far from the old homestead of his parents and grandparents. 
Rxperienes was born in 1870, and died in 1871; Mattic was born in 1872 
and died in 18843 Dmery was burn in ?3 he Jivea in Chandlerville. 
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Gen. 3 JONATHAN LOUNSBERRY 


Jonathan Lounsberry was the third child in the family of Matthew 
and Sally Pratt Lounsberry. He was born in 1848. He grew to manhood in 
Tllinois and married Martha Lynn who lived in Brown County, Illinois. 

To them were born two children: Matthew was bern in 18633 and 
Philip was born in 186). He died in 1885, in Orcgon. 

In 1865 Jonathan Lounsberry and his family together with the 
Philip Lynn family (his wife's father) started to Oregon from Brown 
county, in covercd wagons. 

It scems that both Jenathan and his wife were suffering from tuber~ 
culosis and were not able to stand the higher altitudes of the mountain, 
His wife died at American Falls, Idaho, in September, 1865, and in 
October Jonathan gave up the fight soon after the little company had 
crossed the State line into Oregon. The children were taken on to the 
Williamette Valley, which was their destination. They were in the care 
ef their mother's relatives until old enough to take care of themselves. 


Gene MATTBEW LOUNSBERRY 


Matthew Lounsberry was born in 1863. He was the older son of Jon- 
athan and Martha Lynn Leunsberry. In 1865 his parents, in company with 
his mother's parcnts, started to Orcgon in covercd wagons. Both father 
and mother were suffering from tuberculosis and when they reached the 
higher altitudes in the mountain region, their health gave away com- 
pletely. The mother dicd in Idaho and his father died a month later in 

eastern Orcgon. 

Matthew and his brother Philip, who w-s a ycar younger, were taken 

on to the Williamette Valley by the Lynn's and were cared for by them. 

In 1888 he married Eula B. Skipworth and to them were born two 
children: Aletha CG. in 1889; and Alfred Lynn in 1692. In 1896 he and 
his wife become enstranged and divorced. She took the children with 
her. In 1925 Matthew remarried, His wife's name wes Rosetta Larkins. 

He learned the cabinet makers and carpenter's trade and has made 
that his business. His home is in Estaceda, Oregon, just a few miles 
from where his grandparents scttled. 


Gen. 5 ALFRED LYNN LOUNSBERRY 
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Alfred Lynn Lounsberry was born in 1892 in Oregen, the son of 
Matthew and Eula Skipworth Lounsberry. Sinecc fours years of age he has 
made his home with his mother, having spent cnly a short time with 
his father. 

His home is in Engene, Oregon when he follows the calling of a 
Minister of the Gospel. He waa married tn 1912 ond had one daughter, 


Gen. 2 JCNATHAN LOUNSBURRY 


Jonathan Lounsberry was bern in 1788 in Chemung County, New York. 
His parents were Matthew and Mary Wagon Lounsberry. 

He grew to manhood in New York, and he merricd Mary Jaynes of 
Pennsylvanian in 1809. To them were born in New York, the following 
children: Abagail born in 1813; Elsic born in 1815 end dicd sbout 1830 
i an attack of meaglcos. Elizabeth born in 1817 ond Margeret in 
1819. 

Tn 1822 a son, Matthew wes born, and Samucl wes born in 1825. 
Phebe wes born in 1827 and died in 1843. Eben wes born jn 1829. 

After coming to Illinois Sareh (or Sally) wes born in 1832. She 
lived to be twenty-five ycars of agc. Morris wes born in 1836. Jon- 
athan Jacob was also born in 1836, but he died in infancy. Letitia 
wes born 1839. 

When Jonathan Lounsberry came to Illinois in 1832 he was accompsn- 
ied by Amos Ogden and Mr. White and their families. Their wives were | 
sisters of Jonathan. 

For about six months the three families lived in a one room log 
cabin that stood where the Sally Thomas house now stands. During this 
time cach of the families built cabins for themselves. Jonathan built 
his home wherc Collie Lounsberry's house now stands. He took a "home-~ 
stcad" and cleared it and put it under cultivation as quickly ss pcess~ 
ible. 

Jonathan Lounsberry carried on agricultural pursuits until about 
twenty years prior to his death. At that time his farm ccnsisted of 
two hundred twenty acres and he turned it over to the management of 
his sons. He continucd to reside on the cld homestcad with his son 
Morris. Some yeurs before, probably about 1835 he hed built a brick 
residence to replacc the first log cabin, and it is still the home of 
his grandsen, Collic Lounsberry. 

Lifc in those days was a round of herd work and struggle, light~ 
encd by simple pleasures. Many things that were luxurics to them, we, 
in this generation regard as the commonest essentials, esvecially 
such things es cookstoves, wagons, and factory made shoes. 

Their food was simple and really home grown. Mills were scerce and 
they had to take the grain on sleds before they hed wagens. The mills 
were often many miles away. At that time wild game wes plentiful and 
helped to furnish variety to the dict. 

Mr. Lounsberry wes very progressive. He split rails and made such 
additions and improvements as his income permittcd. He lost no time in 
fencing his farm with rails. His was one of the first farms settled in 
this vieinlty, which was known as the "Yankee Settlement" to distin- 
quish it from Sandridge and other neighboring settlements where the 
people were chiefly from the Sonthern States. 

In 1867 both Jonathan end his wiffe went to their cternal rest. 

Many of us, as we recall the struggles and cvents of their life, 
remember how much of the tratl in this new Jand they have elcared 
for us. 
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Gen, 3 ABAGAIL LOUNSBERRY 


Abagail Lounsberry was born in 1813, in Chemung County, New York. 
Her parents were Jonathan and Mary Jaynes Lounsberry. When ninetecn 
years of age she came with her percents to Menard County, Tllinois. 

Three years later, in 1835, she marricd Rodney McDolc. Their 
family consisted of thirteen children: Asa Gorden; wes born in 1836 
and he marricd Susan Weaton. Mary E. was born in 1838 and marricd Henry 
Kingsley. S. Prescott was born in 1840 and merricd Susan Cendec. Nancy 
D. was born in 1841 and married George C. West. tars Martha J., 
Henry oa and Eliza J. were born between 1842 and 1849 and they 211 
dicd in 1850. 

Jay Re wes born in 1819 and msrried Del Hollenback. Sarah J. wes 
born in 1852 and marricd Cherles Judd. ' 

Flora A. was born about 185), and morricd William Young. Ida M. 
was born in 1857 and marricd Frank Catlin. Frank ?. wes born in 1860 
and married Elizabeth Wiles. 

The following is taken from a brief account of the life of Abagail 

Lounsberry MeDole, written by her son at the time of her death. 

She wes born in Chcmung C., New York, where she became cngaged to 
cur father. In the yesr 1832 her father and family moved west, and 
scttled in what has since become Mcnard Co. 

In the ycar following our father moved west, on foot most of the 
wey, and about two yesrs after arriving at-her then home, they were 
marri¢d. They lived until April in Sangamon Co. J1l. and then moved to 
Sugar Grove, Kene County, Illinois, and resided with Uncle Asa McDole 
until they could build fcr themsclves a "log-cabin" on the farm, which 
has ever since becn the home not only of themsclvcs, but cf all their 
Kindred, if they chose so to make it. 

For the first twenty-five years of their residence in Sugar Grove, 
our father's ond mother's house was the stopping plece of all of the 
many carly fricnds and acaquaintences and relations they hed who came 
from the East and settled in the country heresbout. The latch string 
was always out, and all were welcome, without fee or rewerd, or the 
hope cr promise there of. Many were the nights ss we clder children 
well remember, when cur mother parted her beds and accommodated these 
Pilgrims from the East, and always chcerfully.

Gen. 3 ELIZABETH «ND MANGARET LOUNSBERFY 


Elizabcth and Margaret were drughters of Jonathan end Mary Jaynes 
Lounsberry, and were born in Chemung County, New York. They came with 
their percnts to Illinois in 1832. 

Elizabeth was born in 1817. In 18346 she marricd Leander Brown, 
but death claimed her in less then a yzar, after her marriage. A son 
was born to them named Jacob, whe dicd in 1855. 

Jn 1837 Mr. Brown and Margaret Lounsberry were morricd. Mr. Brown 
built e log housc, in which they lived for many years aftcr their 
morriagc. To them were born ten children: Betsy Ann, 1838; David Ward, 
184.0 to 1874; Samucl D., 1843; Sophia J., 1846 who married William 
Burton; Jamcs Even, 1848 to 1857; Cynthia Ann, 1851 tc 1857; Sarah Mo, 
1853 to 1877 or 78; Mary Ann, 1855, died in infancy; Julia Ann born in 
1857, marricd Mr. Colson and lives in Atterberry, Illinciss; and Bettic 
Ann born in 1859 and merricd Henry C. Cohec. She liv.s about a mile end 
a half north cast of Oakford. 

"Aunt Marga: ct Brown" as she was known, was loved by the whole 
community. Doctors were scarce in those days snd "Aunt Margarct" could 
always be depended upon in sickness ond she was always present to wel- 
come cach new baby for miles around. She psssed sway in 1911, heving 
lived 91 years that were fillcd with service for her family end friends. 
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Gen. 3 LETITIA LOUNSBERRY 


Letitia Lounsberry better known as "Aunt Lettie" was the cleventh 
child of Jonathan and Mary Jaynes Lounsberry. Shc was born in 1839, in 
the Lounsberry homestced, now owned by Ccllice Lounsberry. She was 
marricd there in 1857 to Elias Kirby and they mede their home on ¢ 
farm neer Petersburg. To them were born the following children: Sophia 
J. born 1858, who married Samuel Smith; Josephinc, born 1860, dicd in 
1863 A. J. Kirby, born 1861, dicd 1918; Christina (Bennett), born 
1863; George B, born 1865, dicd 1867; Eben born 1867; Frenk, born 1869; 
Arvilla M., born 1872; Lyman L., born 1873 and dicd 1865; Clarence E., 
born 1875; Dora E., born 1878 and married James Grecnhalgh; Scott L., 
bern 1881 end dica 1908. 

Letitia Kirby dicd at the home of her deughter Christina Bonnett, 
in Atterberry, in 1913. 


Gen. 3 MATTHEW LOUNSBERRY 


Matthew Lounsberry was born in Chemung County, New York, in 1622. 
His parents were Jonathan and Mary Jaynes Lounsberry. 

When he was ten years old he came, with his perents to Tllincis, 
where he spent the rest of his life. 

He marricd Nancy Overstrect, who represented and Old West Virginta 
family. To them were born the following children: Elizabeth Ann born 
184.7; dicd 1848; Mery whe marricd James Hudspeth; John Dabney born 
1851; Leander bern ibs35 dicd 1857; Morris born 1855; diced 1587; 
Christopher born in 1858; Marthe born 1863 died 1873; Mattie dicd at 
the age ef ten years; and Newton. 

Matthew built his log cabin about a holf mile southeast of the 
timbcr that is now known as the Pienic Timber, end owned by Collie 
Lounsberrye 

Matthew was called to the land from which no traveller cver re~ 
turned in 1862. 
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Gen. MARY LOUNSBYRRY 


Mary Lounsberry was the daughtcr of Matthew and Nancy Overstreet 
Lounsberry. She wedded Jamis Hudspeth and they resided for a time at 
Concord Illinois and afterw:rd in Missouri. Latcr they rcturned to 
Illinois, and made their home at Lincoln. 

To them were born the following children: Harry, whe marricd 
Minnic Catlit; Matthew, who marricd Kitty Hendriks; Flora, whese husbad 
was O. Clary; Fred, who marricd Nora Colson; end the ycungcst is 
Littian Hudspeth. ;

John Dabney Lounsberry wes born in 1851 in Oakford, Illincis. His 
parents were Matthcw and Nancy Overstreet Lounsberry. 

Thru out his life he carried on gcncrel farming and stock raising. 
He first began farming on his own account on » tract of land cest of 
OQakford, that belonged to his fathcr. Later he nurchosed that land, 
but aftcr farming it a few years he sold it and bought a ferm abcut 
five miles west of Petersburg. He lived there for twcenty-twe years 
then sold it in 1903 snd purchased 160 nercs known as the Elijah Arm- 
strong placc. 

In 1872 he marricd Melissa King. Three children were born to them. 
Hardin A. was born in 1873; Etta (Hollis) wes born in 1878; and Marshal 
Matthew wes born in 1888. , : 

Mr. Lounsberry retired from farm work and meade his home in Pcters- 
burg for a few years previous to his death which occurred in 1916. 


Gene 5 HARDIN A. LOUNSBERRY 
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Hardin A. Lounsberry was born in 1873. His percents were John D. 
and Melissa King Lounsberry. As a boy he tock practicel lessons in 
ferming cn his father's farm. 

He met his wife in Petersburg where she was attcnding school. Her 
home was in Missouri and they were marricd there. Her neme was Lella 
Johnston. They lived in Missouri until in 1907, then they returned to 
Illinois, and took up farming on his fathcr's farm southwest of Oakford. 

They become the parents of three children: Orval Johnston born in 
1898; Harold born in 1900; and a daughter Zenctta bern in 1906; and 
claimed by death in 1915. 

During the influenza cpidemic of 1918 his wifc wos stricken and 
dicd. Soon after that he gave up farming and for scveral y.ars made 
his home wherever he happened to be working. 

About six years later he married Maggic Jones of Ethel, Misscuri. 
Their home is in Missouri and he is following the trade cf carpenter 
and painter.

Orval Johnston Lounsberry wes born in 1898 in Meson County, Miss- 
ouri.

In 1907 his parents returned to Tllinois end his father farmed 
the land owned by his grandfathcr, John D. Lounsberry, which was later 
owned by his father. 

As a boy Orval attcndcd the Oakford school. His fevorite sports 
were hunting and fishing. 

He attended the Peoria Barbers School end since hes made barbering 
his tradc. Most of thc time he has kept shop in Oakford, but has worked 
in Springficld. 

, He morricd Hattic Watkins Gum Mar. 10, 1921 of Oakford and they 
live about a helf mile southcast of Oakford. They have no living child~ 
ren but and infant sen diced in 1923.
